A corps of civil engineers under the 


direction of W. H. Tarrant will arrive 
fn Deoatur this morning to begin the 
surveys for the Danville, Urbana and 
Champaign Interurban railway. 
Mr. Tarrant Is the enginfer who haa 
been doing all the surveying for the 
road and he was In the city for a time 
Wednesday looking over the 
groun<!.

The engineers will first ascertain the 
best way to get out of the city to- 
ward the west.

that the engineers will try to find the 
easiest way for the rond to run.

learned 
that the clerical force of the commis- 
sion waa now engaged in the work oi 
figuring out the new rates in accord- 
ance with the decision of the commis- 
sion to make a horizontal reduction of 
25 per cent from the maximum tariff 
as it now exists. 
There is no authoritative announce- 


ment to that effect but It is likely that 
the commission will revise the decis- 
ion to make a horizontal reduction. Ev- 
en the shippers who weie making a 
plea for lower rates recognize the fact 
that if a horizontal reduction 
was 


made it would bring about a condi- 
tion of affairs which 
the 
railroads 


would meet by withdrawing commod- 
ity rates. There are some commodi- 
ties, hay for instance, which have spe- 
cial rate. If the 25 per cent reduction 
was applied to such commodities the 
railroads wou>- be compelled to meet 
the condition by putting that com- 
modity into another class on which a 
higher rate Is charged or making It 
pay first class rates. 
It Is possible that there will be some 


sort of a compromise which will 
be 


agreeable to all persons 
interested. 


The shippers will of course Insist on 
the reduction on those goods 
which 


are In the higher classes but will be 
ipcifectly satisfied if the cheap com- 
modity rates are not disturbed or at 
least are reduced only slightly. 


It had been, the

Manufacturers and Jobbers to

AJd ha 
a cup of sugar, a little ground clnna 
mon and nutmeg and the beaten yolks 
of two eggs. Knead well then cut th 
paste in two. Line the bottom of 
round cake tin with one half. Ste 
some apples, sweetened to taste, an 
when the apples are sold put laem over 
the cake. Roll out the other half of 
dough and place over the apples. Bake 
for thirty minutes, then let stand until 
cold; then turn out of the pan and 
cover with a soft Icing, or meringue, or 
whipped cream. Jt may also be served 
hot with plain sweet cream. 


Cranberry Shortcake. 
Rub together two cups of flour with 


half a cup of butter; mixing In half a 
cup of sugar and two small teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder; a beaten egg 
and a cup of milk. Dust a board with 
a little flour; turn out the paste and 
roll out 'about half an inch thick, cut 
Into three or four inches square and 
bake In a quick oven. When done pull 
apart, butter quickly, spread with a 
rich sweet cranberry sauce and serve 
with whipped cream heaped on top.
